WASHINGTON, Dec. 16— (A P)—President Roosevelt “ reluct­ 
antly" signed today a bill freezing social security taxes for another 
year at the one per cent rate. 
He announced he planned soon to recommend “ a compromise 
plan for broadening and improving the social security system.” 
In a formal statement, Mr. Roosevelt rapped the knuckles of 
congress for freezing the social security tax. 
This tax is now one 
per cent each on the payrolls of employers and the paychecks of 
employes. 
Without the legislation, the rate w'ould have automatic­ 
ally increased on J an. 1 to 2 per cent on each. 
Declaring it would be incumbent upon the next congress to 
review thoroughly methods of financing social security benefits, 
the presidential statement added: 
V/ANTS LONG-TERM PLAN DEVELOPED. 
“ At an early date I plan to submit to the congress a compre­ 
hensive plan for broadening and improving 
the social 
security 
system. 
At that time, I hope that a clear understanding of the 
government’s financial 
responsibilities for scoial 
security will 
emerge and that a long-term plan for allocating the costs of social 
security will be developed.” 
The executive branch of the government, Mr. Roosevelt as­ 
serted, will always stand ready to help congress w’ork out a satis­ 
factory solution. 
Congress had expected a veto of the freeze legislation. 
It had, 
however, enacted the bill by margins greater 
than the two-thirds 
necessary in each house to override a veto. 
When Speaker Rayburn announced the president’s action to the 
house, cheers arose in the chamber and many members who had 
been delaying a departure in expectation of a roll call on the ques­ 
tion of overriding a presidential vAo , prepared to get away at once 
for the Christmas holidays. 
FEELS INCREASE IS JUSTIFIED. 
The president’s statement, released at the white house, said 
he had felt in the past and still felt that scheduled increases in 
the social security vote, which have been repeatedly deferred by 
congress, should be allowed to go into effect. 
Long-run financial 
requirements of the security system lustified sticking to the sched­ 
ule, he said, and an increase was consistent with wartime fiscal 
requirements. 
He said he was sure congress did not intend to jeopardize 
benefit rights built up in the past and due to grow in the future. 
But he said he was less disturbed about comprehensive coverage 
under old age and survivors’ insurance in view of expressed com­ 
mitments of both the republican and democratic parties. 
“ Two matters should be clearly understood,” the chief execu­ 
tive declared^ "The cwigress should realize that this bill deferring 
a statutory increase in contributions toward existing social security 
merely defers until next year the necessary fiscal receipts to pay 
the benefits. 
Also, it does not seem to me wholly sound to enact 
a tax law and then defer the taxes year after year.”
